described by sereral sources as a Oeraan a<;ent and "prise Quisling" 
and he started a pro-^]enBan aovement to fight against the Partisans* 
At the present tliio he is in Italy'* 

2* DEV>. was bom in Istanbul, lSu*key, in approodnately 
1900* There he received his education, attending; the Ajnerioan^run 
Roberts College* He also studied in Austria* He spealca Albanian, 
Serbo-Croat, French, Turkish, soiae Arabic and Persian, Oeman aloost 
perfectly, and English fluently. Qy profession, ha is a luaber 
engineer* 



3* DSVA became a rsstnber of the Second League of Prlaren. 
The League was formed In September 1943 after the Italian collapse* 
The League’s intentions were to unite Kosovars for the defense of 
Kosovo against all Slavs, especially the Serbs* The group was also 
opposed to Partisans because of their ocnnsotlon with Serbs and pre- 
pared to attack OenBins provided the Anglo-Americans could guarantee 
some means of protection for Kosovo against the Serbs* 

4* DE7A immediately became a nember of the National 
CoBHiittee set up by the Qeraans when they occupied Albania* ffhan a 
governmart was established under Rsotfasp ICTROVICA In November 1943 at 
Tirana, Subject was appointed Hinlster of Interior in the Cabinet* 

He resigned in January 1944* July 1944, the MITROVICA government 
had been replaced by the Cabinet of Fiqri DINE who acted as his own 
Minister of the Interior* Genian interest, however, demanded 
return of DEVA to this post, and he was accepted but under strong 
op]) 08 itlon* 

5* DINE roaionsd 7 Septs riber 1944 and was succeeded by 
Ibrahim BICAKU whose government dissolved during the period of tbs 
gradual wl^drawal of German troops fi^m Albania* Frw that point 
on the FNC (left wing) organisations assumed oomplete control* 
Meanwhile, Subject claims that he joined armed elements of the 
Kosovo in resist Ing forces occupying the region under Russian orders. 
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lfb«n large eoaXe realstanco became iapoaaible. Subject withdrew 
to Austria where he odUaboroted with Austrian friends working for 
the Goraan Abwehr* At that tioe^ according to statements bf the 
Subject^ the Abwehr contemplated dropping him with a Wf/t operator 
in the Sar Plsnina mountains.
